JAS. McNEILL WHISTLER. 


An Artist With Strange Notions About 

the Manner of Advertising Himself, - 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEWYORK, October 11.—Among American 
artists abroad none have achieved more 
prominence than Mr. Jas. J. McNeill 
Whistler, and his works have excited more 
general and continued interest than those of 
any of his English confreres. His is one of 
those aggressive natures that finds its chief 
pleasure in conflict. He has been charac- 
terized in the most uncomplimentary terms 
possible—calied insane, a fool, and his works 
have been stigmatized as the efforts ofa mad- 
man—but he has worked on, seemingly rev- 
eling in the abuse showered upon him, bent 
upon carrying out his peculiar ideas. *So de- 
termined a character has, of course, 
won friends as well as madé enemies, 
and there is quite a respectable number 
of persons who are great admirers of his 
work, and upon whom the term ‘‘Whistler- 
ites’ has been bestowed. ‘There is, there- 
fore, the height of ‘“‘method” in Mr. Whist- 
ler’s madness, and no artist of modern times 
has been more extensively advertised than 
himself. Mr. Ruskin’s characterization of 
one of his works as a “pot of paint

thousands of dollars to him, and other at- 
tacks have been equally protitable. His 
“Nocturnes” and “Arrangements” haye_ be- 
come part of the slang of the day, and have 
been used by writers and speakers with 
much ettect. The announcement that 
a privdte view of a _ collection of 
etchings and dry paints by Mr. Whistler 
would be given yesterday at No. 868 broad- 
way, therefore, aroused much interest, and 
few persons fortunate enough to haye invita- 
tions to the same remained away.

A HOME RUN. 


Death of a Once Noted Base-Ball Player 

—Consumption Took Him. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, PA., October 11.—James 
Devlin, who afew years ago was oneof the 
best known base-ball players in this country, 
died here yesterday morning at his residence 
on Marriott street. Devlin was born in this 
city in 1847 and from his boyhood was noted 
as u good base-ball player. His first 


engagement was in 1872, when 
he played “‘third bag” for the Easton club, 
and in 1873 he played “‘short” for the Phila- 
delphia club. He was one of the reserves of 
the Chicago club in 1874-75 and pitched sev- 
eral games for them. At theend of the lat- 
ter season he joined the Louisville club. 
While there, it is said, he invented the 
“down shot” delivery, and there were but 
few men who could hit lim, so effectual was 
his peculiar pitching. Charles Suyder, now 
catcher of the Cincinatti club, caught for 
him and they were considered a very strong 
battery. Devlin, ’tis said, had a misunder- 
standing with the managers of the club, and 
—_ when it was an assured fact that the 
uisville club would wih the championship 
he “sold out” and the perfnant went to 
another club. He was expelled from the 
League, and though he had made applica- 
tions for re-instatement, the League refused 
him. Atthe time of his death he was a 
oliceman in the-Second District, this city. 
e had made thousands of dollars while a 
base-ball player, but spent it recklessly. He 
died of consumption.

An Innocent Countryman Drops 
into a Counterfeiter’s Trap. 


He is a Wealthy Miller and Says’ He is « 
Square Man—Friends Refuse to Sign His 
Bail Bond—A Foul Conspiracy. 


By Telegraph to the Post Dispatch. 

New York, October 11.—John Maxwell 
of Millersburg, Ohio, who was arrested by 
Secret Service officers on the charge of at 
tempting to have an electrotype plate for 
printing treasury notes made by a new proc- 
ess from photographs in his possession, 
vainly sought to find a bondsman yesterday. 
Deputy Marshal Brady went with him to the 
office of C, B. Hickok & Co., No. 36 Whitehall 
street. He asked Mr. Hickok to become his 
| surety, and offered to give him a certified 
cheek for $3,500, the amount of the bail bond 
as security. Mr. Hickok called in Secret 
Service Officer Drummond, and. after learn- 
ing the circumstances of the prisoner’s ar- 
rest, declined to serve as bondsman. Max- 
well, it was said by the officers, was intro- 
duced to the Produce Exchange by Mr. 
Hickok, who got for him the visitor’s ticket 
to the Exchange, signed by President Fletch- 
er, Which was found on him when arrested. 
Mr. Hickok says that he aid 

NOT INTRODUCE THE ACCUSED 
to the Exchange. He has been doing busi- 
ness with him for about __ three 
years, selling flour shipped by Maxwell 
from his mills at Millersburg. He 
knew Maxwell to be the owner of a farm as 
well as the mill, although he never had had 
any personal acquaintance with him. The 
first and only time that he saw Maxwell, he 
says, was when he came to him to go on his 
bond. Maxwell taiks like a countryman, 
He says that he is the victim of a conspiracy. 
The story is that business rivals havea 
grudge against him and led him into a trap. 
He will not disclose their names 
nor the name of the friend whom 
he asserts gave him the photographs 
found in his possession to bring te New 
York. He says that he wiil suffer 
any consequences rather than expose his 
friend. Electrotvper Kiers’ statement about 
him he pronounces almostentirely false. He

PHYSICIAN'S PRACTICES. / 


Dr. Fitzporter Explains His Side in the 
Hesker Affair. 


Dr. J. L. Fitzporter, the physician who was ac- 
cused of being in league with the hack-arivers at 
Union Depot, and who, it is aileged, played a 
kind of copvfidence game on a farmer named Hes- 
ker from Lebanon, Mo., wag seen this morning 
by a Post-DigPpatcn reporter and asked 


to give his version of the affair. 

“I have been grossly misrepresented in this en- 
tire affair,” said the Doctor. “That man Hesker 
came to my office about four weeks ago and asked 
for treatment, just the same as any_ other patient 
would. Hetoldmehe was from Lebanon, and 
that he had been recommended to me 
by __ friends there. If he had a 
létter to» Dr. Gregory, or was recommended to 
him he said nothing to me about it at the time. I 
agreed to take his case for $150, He sald he could 
only reinain in the city about two weeks, and if 
I Would guarantee to cure him in that time and 

ay his board he would give me $150. I told 
fim I would do my best .to cure him, or 
at least get him in such a_ condition 
that he could go home. I also agreed to pay his 
board tor that time. He paid me §75 down. I 
attended him for one week, when my little cbild 
was taken very sick with diplitheria, and I was 
compelled to send my assistant to see him. Just 
at this time a gentleman came into my office one 
day and said that he was Dr. Henderson ofLebanon, 
Mo., and that he was a friend of Hesker’s, and he 
wanted me to give him the money I had taken 
from Hesker. I told him I did not know him. He 
suid he would have me written up in the papers if 
I refused to give him the money. As there had 
been no demand on me from Hesker, and as this 
man was an entire stranger to me, I proposed to 
have no negouations With him. He then went ofl. 
I have paia his beard «! two weeks at St. Mary’s 
Infirmary, ail lagreed to do, and was treating 
him to tle best of my ability when he called in Dr. 
Gregory. The man was treated as courteously 
as a patient could be. He came to me voluntarily. 
He did not say or intimate that he wished to see 
Dr. Gregory.’ 

‘How about the hackman, Doctor?” 

“Weil, let me tell you. 1 won’t say the hack- 
man did net recommend me. Ihave been surgeon 
for various companies about the aepot for six 
years. Ihave an office at Seventh and Spruce 
streets, and I suppose nearly every man employ- 
ed about the depot knows me, or kbows of me. 
have treated hundreds of them. Sometimes 
I get paid; sometimes 1 do not, and those who do 
not pay me in money frequentiy remember me by 
sending their friends to me when they get sick. 
In this way I have gotien considerable practice. 
But this man Hesker did not say the backman 
bad brought him to me. That affidavit was 
trumped up.” 

“Did you get the balance of your fee?” ; 

“No, sir; | got but $75, and out of that paid 
Hesker’s bill for two weeks.” 

The Doctor is a member of the St. Louis Medi- 
cal Society, and as itis provable that charges will 
be preferred against him before that body, he will 
have an opportunity to exonerate hunself in the 
eyes of the public.

Annual Meeting of the Time-Table Conven- 


tion—New Plians Propesed. 
CHICAGO, October 11—The annual Railway 
Time-Table Convention began here this morning 


andis being attended bv representatives from 


nearly every iinportant railway in this country. 
In addition to arranging the winter time-tables, 
it is proposed to take definite action on the 
adoption by railroads throughout the couautry of 
the proposed plan for uniform time standards. 
The new plan bas been termed the “Hour” 
system. It provides for standards differing from 
each otherjby exactly one hour, leaying out the east- 


ern and western extremes ofthe contivent. There 
are “eastern,” “central” and “mountain” times. 
The first will be employed from New Brunswick 
to the meridian of Detroit, the second, as far 
west as the boundary between Kansas and Colo- 
rado, and the third line between Utahand Neva- 
da, Itis proposed that all roads now using Bos- 
ton, New York, Philadelphia, Baitimore, Toronto, 
Hamilton or Washington time as standard, shall 
be governed by tle “eastern” or seventy-fifth 
meridian time, which js four minutes slower than 
New York. This includes roads run b 

Portland, Providence, New London, Montreal, Al- 
bany, Richmond and Charleston time. La addition 
to those specified, the roads how using Columbus, 
Savannah, Atlanta, Cincinnati, Louisville, In- 
dianapolis, Chicago, Jefferson City, st. Paul or 
Kansas City, shali be run by the “central” or 
ninetieth meridian time, nine minutes slower than 
Chicago time. Tunis includes roads run by Macon 
Kome, Nashville, Selma, Mobile, St. Louis, 
Vicksburg, Dubuque, Minneapolis, St. Juseph, 
Galveston, Houston and Omaha time. West of, 
this, roaas are to be run by “mountain” time, or 
exactly that of Denver.

FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

Advices from Calcutta, India, of September 
19, state that wheat was quiet and freights lower ; 
and of September 22,that although the rice crop has 
certainly suffered in the Punjaub, all the anxiety 
as to the other crops had been removed by timely 
rainfall.——Exports of wheat from Bombay for 
four weeks ending September 1 were 1,059,492 
bushéls.——-The exports of hog products from 
Atlantic ports for week ending October 6 were 
4,860 barrels pork, 4,131,737 pounds lard and 5,261,- 
522 pounds meat.—— The stock or No. 2 red winter 
wheat in New York, at last report, was 4,758,304 
bushels. Three concerns hold nearly all this 
property, with options sold against it at comforta- 
ble premiums. —— The New York Post says: 
“Much has been published lately about the short- 
age of the European wheat andryé crops, on the 
authority of the Vienna Congress, but parties well 
versed in the foreign grain trade do not place con- 
fidence in its estimates, it being composed of self- 
constituted membeys connected with the grain 
trade, and who are more or less influenced by per- 
sonal interests. Well-advised parties, while con— 
ceding a shortage, think it has been over-esti 
mated, and refer to the present condition of the 
markets as evidence of it.’”"——The visible supply 
of October 6, as posted to-day, shows a decrease 
of 1.559,000 bushels in wheat, a decrease of 652,000 
bushels in corn, a decrease of 104,000 bushels in 


oats, and an inerease of 136,000 bushels in rye, as 
compared with September 29.——For same week 
last vear wheat increased 797,000 bushels, corn 
decreased 874,000 bushels, and oats fell off 452,- 
000 bushels.—— Walker, the New York statistician, 
reported yesterday (so a Chicago firm wired here 
at least) that the next visible wouid show an in- 
crease of 1,500,000 in wheat, 2,500,000 in corn. He 
was correct about tbe wheat, but the glaring er- 
ror he made in corn cannot be accounted for.—— 
There is some uneasiness manifested by corn 
shorts, both here and in Chicago. In the local 
market the stock of No. 2 has run down very low, 
there is a steady export demand, and the current 
receipts are all absorbed as soon as offered. The 
shortage efor October is placed at somewhere 
over 100,000 bu., and the ling out for Noyember is 
said to be large. Fears are entertained of Octo- 
ber corn in Chicago beiug manipulated, anda the 
shortage for November is reported as very heavy, 
while the export demand there is active. New 
York parties write that the export demand in 
their market hold up to large proportions. and 
that their cash No. 2 is under a parity with Danu- 
bian corn in Liverpool. With receints of old corn 
falling off 50 per cent in Western markets, the 
visible decreasing steadily and bad weather 
throughout the corn section retarding the crop, 
shorts have every reason to be anxious.—— 
In addition to the stock of 7,000,000 bu. 
wheat in New York, there is said to be 1,000,000 
bu. afloat in the harborand 1,250,000 bu. on the 
canal, en route. Bulls on wheat were so hard 
up for an ‘‘inflooence” that they fell back on that

Now, what is here proposed . is ae deyn 
radical, and, therefore, more practicable, And it 
is proposed not only as a g thing in itself, but 
also as the es and a ao ation for 
the more sweeping reform which will undou 5 
ly follow. It is simply to drop spelling out of the 
school curriculum, and spend the time now wasted 
in packing itm giving children knowledge that 


be of some yalue to them. 
Heretofore it has been assumed, even 
those who recognize _ fuil the 
absurdities of the prevailing spelling, that it 
Is necess*ry 10 teach it until we have a better 
System. Bad as it is, they say, as long as it is the 
fashion every one must learn it. Now, just here, 
it seems tome, we make a fatal mistake. ré- 
spectfiully submit that it is not necessary to teach 
it. And pot only is it not neces- 
sary to teach it, but it would 
be vastly better tosweep the useless pedantry 
utterly from the schools and let the next gener- 
ation spell as they please. What harm would 
come? Is the present ridiculous fashion of spell- 
ing so sacred that fo set it at defiance would 
shake the foundations of the established order of 
things? It would undoubtedly lead to diversity. 
But once freed from the trammels of a barbar- 
ous fashion, we should be guided by common 
sense, anda rational diversity would be Detter 
than the present irrational uniformity. And 
while it would be impossible to invent, anywhere 
out of bedlam, worse spelling than much of what is 
now called correct, it would not be diffieult—nay, 
it would be very easy—to devise better apes. 
so that the regime of freedom would probably 
bring an improvement. 

Even with our present defective and redundant 
alphabet, poor a gn of large numbers of words 
might be greatly improved by simply dropping 
silent letters and making a few obvious and 
simple chbnges, if only we could rid 
ourseives of the a that looks 
upon the prevailing methods of spelling as above 
criticism, too sacred to be inquired into, Some- 
thing to be accepted without inquiry,as Men ac- 
cept the religion of their forefathers. 

But while the reverence that we pay 
to. the fashion of spelling that we 
choose to call correct is a mere superstition, as 
much out of harmony with the spirit of the age as 
the belief in astrology or witchcraft, the reform, 
on the contrary, is in line with the progress of 
the age. Inno department of human activity has 
the present century witnessed greater advance- 
mentthan inthe means of communicating and 
transmitting thought and_ intelligence. Men 
still young remember the time when the 
weekly mail carried by a boy on horse-back was 
the rule, and any thing more rapid was a rare ex- 
ception. Then came the daily mafl by rallway, 
the telegraph, the telephone, following in suc- 
cession wiih bewildering rapidity. In the old 
times knowledge crept and crawied. In these 
days it runs and flies and _ flashes. It is 
still handicapped, however, in English-speaking 
countries, with the, dead weight of a system ol 
spelling so cumbrous, circuitous and iuefficient, 
80 Out of harmony with the best results of mod- 
ern thought and Invention, as to excite the con- 
tempt and ridicule of all intelligent men. What 
is there iu the nature of things to make it neces- 
sary thut the diffusion of kKuowledge and the 
progress of civilization shall be forever hampered 
end hindered by the enormous Durden of this bar- 
barous jargon? H.

Protection enables producers to exchange their 
products, andas the bulk of American produc- 
tions must be consumed at home, it is absolutely 
necessary that inarkets lor both the producis of 
the solland the ftactory should be maintained. 
The farmer must sell to the mechanic, and the 
mechavic to the farmer: but if the farmer is to 
be suppiied in his wants from abroad, he nrust at 
the same time be deprived of his customers at 
bome. Therefore, to meet by argument and or- 
ganization the labors of the Cobden Ciub and lo- 
eal leagues to destroy the methods of commerce 
through which this nation has grown so greatand 
become so prosperous, an association for this 
is now prupesed. This association is not 
to be started intheinterests of manufacturers, 
norfor the purpose of building up monopolies; 
but rather in the interest of all the people, to help 
them earn more, live better, epjoy more and de- 
velop into better citizens than is possible where 
they are restricted by poverty and lack of oppor- 
tunities, GEORGE L. WRIGHT.

Life in Town and Camp in Pioneer 
Times.

What it Cost to Maintain the Reputation of a 
Fighter. 


From the San Francisco Call. 

We were sitting around a camp-fire in 
Owens River Valley, on the eastern side of 
the Sierras, as rough and jolly a crowd of 
honest miners as ever pulled up stakes and 
struck out for new diggings. Our party was 
from the little town of Montgomery, about 
sixty miles below Aurora, and near Hot 
Springs. now called Benton. Reports had 
reached camp of rich strikes near Lone Pine, 
further down the valley, and we formed the 
advance guard of prospectors in that direc- 
tion. A lively little Indian war was raging 
at the time in that part of the country. The 
McGuire family had been butchered by the 
Piutes, and a band of the latter, including 
bucks, sguaws and papooses, were, in re- 
venge fur the cowardly deed, driyen pell- 
nell into Owens Lake. How many were 
killed, no one ever knew. ‘Traveling was 
dangerous, but our fellows concluded to take 
the chances of a trip to Lone Pine. 

So here we were, camped beside the clear, 
beautiful waters of Owens River, within 
whose crystal bosom could be seen the shin- 


and fro. ‘he time was early May, and the 


lovely, wide-spreading valley, far as the eye 
could reach, presented a seene of rare and 
variegated beauty, rendered a hundred-fold 
more enchanting to eyes grown Weary with 
gazing upun the barren hiils of the sage- 
brush country. After a longday’s ride and 
a hearty supper, it was no small pleasure to 
sit around the blazing logs and listen, pipe in 
mouth, to the jokes and stories which such 
a gathering never fails to produce. 
AN UGLY MAN IN A FIGHT. 

* “Yer kin talk as yer like ’bout dead shots 
and man-eaters, but that little cuss, Hicks 
Graham, up at Ororer,’ is the ugliest man in 
a fight lever see; and yer can just bet yer 
boots [I’ve seed a many on ’em. ‘Thar’s 
Farmer Peelin Virginny, and Sam Brown 
and Joe Magee, and Bili Carder, and Johnnie 
Daley, and Lrish Tom, and the Lioyd boys: 
lve seed ’em all, and they are on the fight 
bigger nor wolves, there’s no rubbing that 
out. But when it comes down to a-facin of 
death with nary a show in the wurruld to 
win, I’d tie to Hicks Grame ’fore any of em’. 
He’s dead game ai! the time, wherever you 
find him, drunk or sober, single or double 
harness, ‘loss him out o’ bedia the middle 
o’ the night, piteh dark, anda strange ken- 
try, and he'll Begin a-sheotin’ afore he fairly 
tetched the yearth. Kiver him with a six- 
shuoter, so that a’most enny man would 
stop wheu you’d got the drap on him, and 
the little cuss wouldn’t quit wuth a cent.” 

Grahanm’s admirer oad eulogist was “Old 
Rob,” a tall, lank, sunburt Che 
Alabama, widely known all ov + Owens 
River region. Kob had christened thé aapirs 
ing littie town we had just left after his own 
native place, Montgomery. Asa rule, al- 
though sociable and companionable, the old 
fellow didn’t have much to say. But to-night 
the “‘bug-juice,” as Frank Hutch called the 
contents of a demijohn which passed around 
rather lively, had loosed the tongue of the 
veteran prospector and put himina garru- 
lous humor. 

THE FIGHT BETWEEN GRAHAM AND MA- 
GULRE, 

“Some of you feliers was down to Mont- 
gomery and seed that fight between Hicks 
and ‘Yank’ Maguire. Wan’t that a cool 
thing that Grame done uuder fire, when eyv- 
ery bar’! of his pistol fell out and the cham- 
ber rolledon the floor. ‘Ther’ was ‘Yank’ 
a-banging away at him, not ten feet off, and 
darn’d ef Hicks didn’t stoop down, pick up 
the chamber, put it in all right, and go to 
shootin’ agin, jist as if nothing had hnap- 
pened.”’ 

This was true. Graham, a backwoods dis- 
ciple of Biackstone, was practicing law at 
Montgomery at the time. Yank Maguire 
came down from Aurora, where he enjoyed 
the reputation of a desperado. He wasa 
big, savage fellow, coarse and overbearing 
in his manners, the very opposite of 
Hicks Graham, who was below the 
medium size, delicate and gentlemanly. 
From the first the two men seewed to hate 
each other. There was a naturat antipathy 
between them. Instinct taught each to see 
in the other a deadly and dangerous enemy. 
The little town just naturally knew, before 
Yank Maguire nad been forty-etgh« hours 
within its limits, that trouble was brewing 
between thetwo men. They had met at Au- 
rora a short time before the discovery of a 
tich silver rock in Montgomery district and 
Came near having a difficulty there. The 
facts appeared to be that Maguire, who was 
écrazy to be thought a fighter, was insanely 
jealous of Graham’s well-established reputa- 
tion in that respect. The first night of his 
advent into the new camp he got on a jambo- 
ree, flourished his revolver, and swore that 
no man who wore a “‘biled shirv”’ and a “plug 
hat’ could make him take water. As Hicks 
Was almost the only one in camp who sport- 
ed such evidences of civilization as a white 
shirt and a silk hat, of course we all knew 
that Yank meant him. Buthe only smiled 
at theriotous demonstrations of the big 
rough. and quietly walked off and went to 
bed. From that hour, however, the town 
felt that something serious was going to hap- 


pen. 
PREPARING FOR THE FRAY. 

Strafigely enough, in a place where shoot- 
ing scrapes were of daily occurrence, Mont- 
gomery* got excited over the prospective 
guarre! between Hicks Graham and Yank 
Maguire. The deati-dealing merits of the 
men were discussed very freely, and money 
Was wagered on the final result. Notwith- 
standing Maguire’s size and blood-thirsty 
talk, Graham was the popular favorite. The 
little fellow had won his -spursin manya 
hard-fought scrimmage,and most of the min- 
ers were ready to bet that he would kill his 
opponent or drive him out of camp. 

fontgomery had among its cosmopol- 
itan pvpulation in. those days, quite a 
sprinkling of Southerners, who believed that 
the right way for gentlemen to settle their 
personal troubles was according to the code, 
sah.” Street+tights and bar-room encounters 
were good enough in their way, but the 
proper thing was a duel according to 
the code of honor. Aurora bore test- 
imony to their handiwork in this respect. 
Time and again had her high-toned and pug- 
nacious citizens, governed by the true spirit 
of chivalry, gone out and shot each other in 
approved fashion. Why not arrange a regu- 
lar “‘affair’’ between Maguire and Graham? 
‘The latter was a Pennsylvanian, it is true, 
but in love for the code duello he could not 
be excelled by the most ardent native of the 
‘Sunny South.” Withhim there could be 
no trouble, and he at once cheerfully acqui- 
esced in the proposal of his chevalier friends 
to avoid the vuigar Darbarity of a street af- 
fray or saloon rencontre. Maguire, however, 
did not take to the thing kindly, so it was 
said, and gave his officious interviewers such 
a stormy reception as came near starting a 
riotin the camp. For this reason, to the 
sincere regretof, not a few, the proposed 
duel had to be abandoned, and the town was 
Jeft in a feverish condition of expectation, 
impatiently waiting for the fray. 

FACE TO FACE. 

Fortunately, the good foiks of Montgom- 
ery had not long to wait. A difficulty among 
some miners led to a lawsuit before bis hon- 
or, Judge Caliph, the judicial autocrat of the 

lace, and Hicks Graham appeared as the 

awyer for one of the parties. Happily, or 
unhappily, as the fact might be viewed trom 
different standpoints, Yank Maguire was a 
witness against the side os paqow per by Gra- 
ham, and when this condition of atfairs be- 
came generally known it was in the air that 
the time had come for one vr both to “pass 
in his cheeks,” as the sports phr it. 
When the belligerent witness took the stand 
all eyes were turned upon him. With an 
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ing specimens of the finny tribe, darting to. 


+ the famous duellst, 


amination, however, was too much for the 
witness. Repeatedly he was admonished by 
the Justice to answer the questions and avoid 
insulting personalities. Still he was ugly, 
coarse and abusive, and indulged in a vicious 
sneer when Graham quietiy re:inarked that 
nothing he might say couid make him forget 
that he was in a court of justice. 
THE DUEL IN THE BAR-ROOM., 

At last, Josing all patience, and finding re- 
straint next to impossible, Graham insisted 
that the court should take arecess. Im- 
mediately on adjournment, the crowd nour- 
ed into the “‘Montgomery Exchange,” di- 
rectly across the way, and filled the saloon 
to its utmost capacity. While a long line of 
thirsty souls were standing before the bar, 
drinking or waiting to be served, a ery of 
“Look out!” was heard, and instantly the 
sharp and loud reports of two pistols scat- 
tered the crowd in all directions. Whe drew 
first none could say, but the little one ev id- 
ently gotin the first shot, for Maguire was 
seen to stagger and put his hand up to his 
breast. He did not flinch, however, and 
both men continued to fire with great rapid- 
ity. At this critcal juncture, something was 
noticed to be wrong with Graham’s pisto!. 
It ‘would not revolve, and in  work- 
ing with it, tle chamber fell 
out and rolled on the floor. Avain Ma- 
guire’s pistol rang out, and a bullet-hole 
through his antagonist’s hat showed that the 
effect of the first shot had not destroyed his 
aim, although he staggered around the room 
like adrunken man. Coolly stooping down, 
@raham picked up the chamber of his revol- 
ver, deliberately replaced it, and began firing 
again. While fixing his Weapon he had got 
into a corner at one end of the bar or coun- 
ter, and Maguire took a similar position at 
the otherend. ‘The fire now raked the coun- 
ter from end to end, to the danger and horror 
of a number of spectators who had taken 
refuge from the flying bullets behind the bar 
at the beginning of the fight. With every 
crack of the pistols was heard the wild cry 
of some poor devil in the line of--fire. The 
shriek ana fall of one of the number, a quiet, 
inoffensive Dutchman, who had nothing 
to do with the affray, put an end tw 
the bioody business. ‘The proprietor of the 
*“Exchange,”’ now a well-known citizen of 
San Francisco, jumped across the counter 
and seized Graham with an iron grip, while 
others caught Maguire and wrenched the 
revolver from his,hands. ‘The resuit of the 
shooting was the death of fhe unfortunate 
German, shot through the lwart, the fearful 
wounding of Maguire, who was sinking fast 
irom a builet in the breast, and a slight flesh 
wound received by Grahain. The bar-room 
duel over, Montgomery resumed its natural 
condition. The fight was eminently satis- 
factory. Both men were game, but the little 
oue had come out on top. 

WALKER THE FILIBUSTER. 

“Thar was true grit In that little cuss,” 
remarked old Rob, recurring to the combat 
with Maguire, ‘and the biggest rough in the 
territory gave him a wide berth. As fur me, 
I know’d ail the time what kind of stuif he 
was made of. Maybel warno’t down to ’Fris- 
co, When Hicks fought the great filibuster 
Waiker. He was a youngster then, working

aiker bud a@ Newspaper, and used to piten 
inter éverybody red-hot. Nobody liked to 
— him, fers OLother he had got

friend of little Graham's: whe bald an office 
there, and the youngster wentright off and 
writ the worst kind of a letter to tue fighting 
editor, cailing him -a‘coward, a Har and 
everything else. Of eourse, thar was bound 
to be a fight, and the old question about 
North and South got mixed up in it, too. 
Yer see Walker was & reguiar Southern tire- 
eater, and tiie young bloods trom the South 
railied around him as their champion. When 
it was known that little Hicks was to fighi 
pepple jist smiled iur 
pity of the poor young fellow, who was 
a-throwin’ of his life away. But he fit him 
all the same, and showed that William 
Valker met bis mateh when he met Will 
Hicks Graham. The duel was talked about 
aii over town, and a terrible big crowd went 
out to see the fum. WalKer was jist as 
game as Graham, but hé couldn’t sheot worth 
a cent, and the end of it was that the Penn- 
syivania boy shot himso badthattihe sur- 

eon said he couldu’t live an hour. But 
Valker pulled throughy as you all know, and 
afterwards became a great filibuster. 

THE FIGHTS WITH LEMON, 

“And thgt wasn’t the only fight Hicks 
Graham had in ’Friseo. Another of them 
editor chaps, named Frank Lemon, got after 
himon the street one day, knocked the 
spunky little euss down, and shot nearly all 
the teeth out of his head. 1 tell ye, boys, it’s 
a purty close call when a feller gets yer 
down, and then jams a pistol inter yer 
inouth and teches it off Everybody thought 
it was all up with Graham that day. But he 
got round again, although badiy shot in two 
places. And would ve believe it, ‘fore he 
was half well, and while toting his left arm 
inasting, Graham challenged Lemon toa 
duel tv the death. They fought, it ’pears to 
ie, near Denisha, and this time the tables 
war turned, and the vig feller didn’t have 
eyerything his own way. Like Waiker, 
Lemon was a brave man, but he had met bis 
mateb. By the terms of the duel, proposed 
and insisted upon by Graham, they were 
to fight to the death At the first 
fire nubody was hurt, and friends tried 
to make it up betwixt, ’em, but ‘twas 
no use. Both insisted on fighting, and at the 
second fire Graham shot him through and 
through. Dr. Hitchcock sed it was all over 
with Frank Lemon,and so Grabam left the 

round. He got well, howsomever, after a 
ong spell of sickness, and just so soon as he 
got ’round agin Graham sent another chal- 
lenge. Friends interfered with better luck 
this time, and the trouble between ’ein was 
patched up.” 

General Walker, the ‘“‘gray-eyed man of 
destiny,” after stirring up Mexico and Cen- 
tral America by his daring exploits as a fili- 
buster, perished by the hands of the people 
he had alarmed and whose country he had 
invaded. Frank Lemon went East when 
the civil war broke out, and died fighting 
gallantly for the Union at the head of a New 
York regiment. As for Grahbam,after a Jife full 
of excitement and adventure in the wildest 
days of Nevada, during Whieh he shot Jack 
Mcbriae and one or two others, he removed 
to Los Angeles and died therein peace and 
poverty. 

REQUIESCAT IN PACE, 

The writer knew Hicks Graham well in 
the sage-brush country; cabined with him 
and shared his bed and board. On more 
than one oceasion, while traveling together 
or Watching the stars from under tle same 
blankets, he talked over exciting scenes in 
his turbulent life. Few men ever knew how 
thoroughly he despised, in his later years, 
the reputation of a fighting man. Sucha 
reputation, he would bitterly remark, isa 
curse to any one. Every reckless fool, who 
wants to get his name up as a desperado, 
thinks he is in duty bound to have a difli- 
culty with you, while you are expected to 
resent every grievance, real or iinaginary, 
with the knife or pistol. .1 remember with 
what earnestness he said, more than once: 
“Jt I had my life to live over again, nothing 
short of absolute dishonor would make me 
fight anybody.” His retiections on the past 
were evidently not of a pleasant character, 
and there can be no doubt that he deeply 
and sincerely regretted many events in his 
reckless career. it was tealiy singnuiar huw 
so quiet and gentlemanly a little man could 
get into so many ugly scrapes. Of a genial, 
sociable disposition, warm in his attach- 
ments, and courteous and obliging to every- 
body, it dows seem strange that his life 
should have been so bloody and desperate. 
He had domestic griefs which weighed upon 
his mind, and, like many anotlier gailant 
fellow, sought forgetfulness in strong drink.

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JOHN GULLY, ESQUIRE. 


From Prison to the Prize Ring and 
Thence into Parliament. 
Gath in the Cincinnati Enquirer. 

One of your regular readers dropped in to 
see me the other day and said: “While you 
are giving accurate sketches of our public 
men, it might be well to Keep the people's 
courage up by showing what they do on the 
other side of the water sometimes.”’ 

*‘For instance?” said L 

“Take the case of Gully, the English prize- 
fighter, who sat so very long in the parlia- 
ment,” continued my acqnaintance. ‘‘He got 
to be a standard member of parliament, 
elected from time to time.

‘The Game Chicken.’ Gully has been a 
Dutcher’s apprentice. He was lifted out of 
jailon promise that he would fight. Prize 
fighters were qorone scarce in England, and 
the Prince of Wales had a great passion fo 
see fighting of that kind. Gully was licked 


fought the celebrated Belcher and whipped 
phim, and then fouzht a big fellow named 
Gresson;and when he left the prize ring 
Gully was considered the best man in it. He 
stood just like John Morrissey after he 
Whipped Yankee Sullivan and John C. Hee- 
nan. 

“What did the retired prize fighter go at 
next?” I asked my Ohio friend. 

“Why, he took to the turf, became a gam- 
bler and book-maker, and went up to New- 
market, the great race-couse of England, and 
started a gambling-hell. He not only kept 
this establishment on Morrissey’s pattern, 
but he added the Piunger’s style toit, and 
began to corrupt trainers, jockeys and boys, 
and so became possessed of all the secrets of 
Newmarket, which he soid out or gambled 
on them, and in a few years he got to be 
very rich. Therefore he combined, three- 
quarters of a century ago, two of the prom- 
inent characters we have recently seen on 
the American turt, and whom I need not 
naine.”’ 

“What did Gully next do?” 

“Why, he went to the stabie of a Mr. Watt, 
a@ raiser of race-horses in the north of En- 
land—sotwe such aman as Lorillard or Har- 
per in our day—and he made an arrangement 
with Watt to back his horses and to bet 
Watt’s money. Watt had then the best 
Stable in Engiand. ‘The two men won enor- 
inous amounts. Gully was the talk of all 
England in that day.” ; 

*Wohat was his next step ?”’ 

“By shrewdness; and observation he saw 
that there was money to be made in some of 
the big staples of that time, ant he took his 
gambling money and putitinto eval. This 
inade him still richer. He had a wife, a very 
low woman, and she fortunately died, so that 
he was enabled to marry again, and he took 
a tavern-keeper’s daughter—young and 
prettv, and with very decent breeding. Un- 
der her influence he drew out of the coarser 
forms of gambling. From a blackleg he be- 
gan to keep horses, though he still bet oc- 
casionally, but only very big sums. Finally 
he bought a fine estate in Engiand, near 
Pontefract, called Ackworth Park, and set- 
tled down as Jolin Gully, Esquire,” 

“Did hethen go into poiities, like Mor- 
rissey ?”’ 

“fedid just that. He had considerable 
influence with the sporting ciass of ’Squires 
and farmers, and the politicians saw it and 
tried to tempt him to run for Parliament. 
He had been watching men of breeding, and 
concluded that he had _ 0»better decline, 
When he declined to run for Parliament of 
course his character for modesty advanced. 
Therefore, when he did run—and he wanted 
tv do it all the time—he came out for reform 
and put up his money gamely. The second 
time he declined a nomination, and finally a 
nobieman withdrew in his favor—that is to 
say, the,,”.e who was running against him 
backed off of the race,and some say he 
was bought off. Gully went to Parliament.” 

‘Did he behave himseif in Pariiement?” 

“Yes, he behaved about as well as Morris- 
sey did, but he had more social ambition than 
Morrissey, stuck tou it longer, Gully was 
a tall, weil-formed man, rather ul yet 
powerful. He had delicate hands and feet, 
Lis face was very coarse and his expression 
bad. He had not a bit of education, but he 
did have some dignity, and improved it. 
More than that, he had strong sense, re- 
serve, discretion, and he cultivated his taste, 
particularly to the point of never intruding 
himself where-he was not asked, and when 
invited never becoming immodest. Hé aban- 
doned his blackguard and blackleg acquaint- 
ances, assumed dignity towards them, and 
finally dropped most of them.” 

‘Did he acquire any consideration in Par- 
liament ?” 

“Oh, yes, he finally ceased to be an object 
of curiosity, and when he died there were 
but few persons who remembered much 
about his earlier rascalities. At the saine 
time his record was as black as heil. Iy his 
earlier days he had plundered the young, the 
dissolute and the rich. Ue had done every 
dishonorable thing that could be done on 
the race-track.

_ — 
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Vigorous and Emphatic Utterances by Our 
Business Men—Cleveland’s Appointment. 


On the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange the 
feeling regarding the action of the Police Board 
Tuesday was one of unqualified indignation. No 
local event has provoked so much comment for a 
longtime.

From 
random expressions made during the morning 
bours, @ Post-DIsPATCH reporter gleaned the 
following: ° 

EWING HILL 
said, with some warmth: “I consider the re- 
moval of Chief Campbell an outrage upon the 
community. The Buard did not give the chance 
thatacommon thief would be given. 1 Was on 
that last Grand Jury, and I can say, without tin 
any manner violating my oath of secrecy, that 
John Campbell is as pure a man as ever graced a 
community, and the testimony showed it.’’ 

COUNCILMAN W. H. SCUDDER 
said: “I think the action the most disgraceful 
thing eyer perpetrated in this city. This Board 
telt that John Campbell was a man they couid not 
use for their purposes, aud so he had tw ge.” 
MICHAEL M’ENNIS : 

saia: “I know Col. Campbell as a_ bigh-toned 
and honorabie gentieman, and these are not the 
qualities that should secure a reimoval from office.

UNIVERSITY. 

The regular meeting of the University Club 
took place Tuesday night. The report of the 
treasurer giving afull financial exhivit of the 
condition of the club from January 9, to Septem- 
ber 1, 1883, was read and approved. it showed on 
itsface a sh e on September 1, $4,753 09, 
The total liabilities at that date were $17,960 92. 
The resources at that date were estimated at 
$13,207 83. These were composed of unpaid dues 
and due-bills, a balance of $390 23 cash on hand; 
stock in shape of groceries, wines, etc., to the 
amount of $4,116 75, and unpaid subscriptions 
pongeeting to $2,332 00. If_ all this 
back ndebtedness were paid the 
club would still show an indebtedness of $4,753 09 
on September ist. To meet this, an amendment 
to the charter of the club, authorizing the Board 
of Directors to increase the annual assessineats 
per capita, from $50 to $75, was adopted after con- 
siderable discussion. As there are at present 
about 350 members, this extra assessment 
will net the club $8,750 additional per annum. The 
current expenses of the club will approaimate 
$20,000 per annum, and if the preseat member- 
ship can be retained, the dues wiil be more than 


sufficient to meet these. But at the end of the 
current year the club must necessarily havea 
large deficit on hand, and puless some expedient 
pe adopted, it will still have the burden upon it. 
It is hoped that the action of the club last night 
will be met by the approval of all the members, 
but it is not at ail unlikely that many will prefer 
to resign rather than deplete their pocKets to pay 
this extra assessment annually.

THE THEATERS. 


The Union Square Company is unfortunate in 
the matter of audiences. 

Last night, on the first présentation of Octave. 
Feuillet’s play, “A Parisian Romance,” the house 
was not half fillea. 

The play is liked by those who saw it better 
than “fhe Rantzaus,’’ and it is a cleverly ex- 
ecuted picture of Parisian life. 

It is diffieult to perceive where the romance ap- 


pears in “The Parisian Romance.” An attempt 
to detail the plot convinces one that there is no 
well defined piot in the play. 

But, for all that, the play is exceedingly inter- 
esting. There are five actsinit. The first three 
are talky, the fourth is brilliantly dramatic, and 
the fifth inane and unnecessary. 

It is, as I said, a cleveriy drawn picture of Pa- 
risian life. The chief figure is an old, decrepit 
sensualist, who, utterly exhausted physically, 
continues his iife as avoluptuary until it termi- 
nates at a feast, before he finishes the toast he 
has offered to *‘material life.’’ 

The great scene is in the fourth act. Baron 
Chevrial, whose vitality has ebbed until he is as 
helpless asa paralytic, entertains Rose Guerin 
(Maude Harrison), premiere danseuse at the 
grand oOpera,and her gay companions, women 
and men about town, with a supper. 

When the gaudily dressea queens of the ballet 
take their places between the gentlemen, toasts 
are Offered in foaming champagne to the world 
and the flesh. The baron rises, trembling and 
shaking with a last, ghastly excitement, and, with 
his wine-glass in the air, vegins a_ toast 
to sensuality ~that he never finishes, The 
sight is a frightful one. Every part of his 
body is convulsed as he proceeds. The glass 
in his hand trembles, shakes; the contents 
are tossed around until all is spilled. the glass 
falls, there is @ shriek, and the grinning, awful 
spectacie falls into the arms of those who have 
risen in terror. The Baron is carried to the bal- 
cony, the company laugh and sit down to the feast 
again. Suddenly the Baron rises to his feet, 
takes One last look at the brilliant scene, whirls, 
falls in a writhing heap and expires. 

Mr. Richard Mansfie:d’s portrayal of the Baron 
is beyond criticism. It is one of the finest pieces 
of acting ever witnessed in this city. It isa su- 
perb piece of Work. It is high art. 

Miss Maude Harrison played her part well, and 
carried off the honors on the female side of the 
company.. But her sweet, primrose face is too 
delicate, too lovely for the character given her. 

Jos. Whiting as Heuri de Targy, is good; John 
Parselle as Dr. Chesnelis pleasing and Chas. 
Stanley as M, Tirandel is very good. 

Miss Minnie Conway’s portrayal of the Baroness 
Chevrial is a disappointment.
